The basis of Pilaf is rice and 
it is usually prepared with shrimp, 
chicken or meat. It’s popular in 
India, 
Turkey, Spain and 
other 
foreign countries as well as in our 
own Southern states. 
The Pilaf we recommend to you 
is one made with rice, shrimp, 
onions, bacon, canned stewed to­ 
matoes. Salt and pepper are the 
seasonings;

For a warm-weather supper, you 
might like to start off with a chill- 
ed soup, then go on to the Pilaf 
and a salad, end with a fruit and 
chee.se dessert.

It was no accident that a rash of stories cam e 
nut of Washington and Chicago recently that Adlai 
Stevenson would definitely run again.

But the 
recent rash cam e from Steven.son'.s law p artner 
and made it clear that whether Eisenhower runs 
or not, Stevenson will.

It was touched off by a Portuguese firm called 
.Atlantica, which threatened to bring sensational 
corrup tion charges against Wilson in connection 
with a $3,500,000 lawsuit. The comp any is suing 
the U.S. 
government for canceling a tungsten 
contract. 


U.S. government agents chased all over Europ e, 
investigating the charges. 
They finally dug up 
p roof that the whole story was a fantastic black­ 
mail p lot and cleared Wilson’s nam e in time for 
his p romotion last month to Dep uty Undersecretary 
of Commerce.

Wilson was former L'.S. p rocurement chief In 
Europ e, at which time he was ap p roached by two 
p romotoers who wanted to sell 720,000 p ounds of 
tungsten a year to the U.S. strategic stockp ile.

Secret Conversation 
The clincher, however, was a recorded conv ersa­ 
tion the agents p icked up over a secret mike in 
Gordon’s room in the Cumberland Hotel in l^ndon.
